In answer to W. K., I will »ay that this 


sweeping assertion is untrue as to any im- 
position, that it is misleading, and is design- 
ed to deceive the people 
He conveys the 


impression to the taxpayer that the method 
adopted in 1835 caused real estate in Bristol 
borough to be valued at a much higher rate 
than in the other boroughs and townships in 
the county, which is untrue, and to prove 
this I shall hive to slate tho cause of tho 
change of voluation made in 1885. 


Many years ago it became necessary for 


the commonwealth to levy a tax upon real 
estate for State purposes, it having been ex- 
empt before. The different counties in order 
to pay as little tax as possible commenced a 
system of undervaluing their real eslale.put- 
tingit about one-third of the real value and 
thus cheating the State out of a large amount 
of tax, as the rate wag fixed by law for State 
purposes, while the county rates could be 
altered each year for the emergency. This 
was clearly in violation of law, but as each 
county practised it tho taxpayer in the sev- 
eral counties were upon an equality with 
each other. 
In course of time the State 


emerged from its cmbarassment and relin- 
quished the tax upon real estate, and the 
motive for undervaluing being removed the 
counties began to comply with the law and 


been no official publication by the Commis- 
sioners of the triennial assessment of 1888 
to my knowledge, and from where h« re- 
ceived his information I do not know, bnt 
from whatever source, it is not true. 


The amount of valuation of taxable real- 


estate ia less than the amount he asserts by 
$401,970. Nearly a half-million dollars in 
round numbers legs than it would be if what 
he asserts was true, that the valuations had 
been raised 25 per cent, above those of 1885. 
The increase of valuations of real estate in 
1888 over 1885 arising mostly from new 
buildings, is less than 10J per cent of the 
1885 valuation. In making the assessment, 
though bearing in mind the complaints from 
fhe country districts, the assessors took into 
consideration the depression of real estate, 
and did not raise the valuations above those 
of 1885, except in cases where properties 
were too low in comparison with similar 
properties of their neighbors, and lowering 
those that were too high on Ihe same princi- 
ple, endeavoring to adjust nnd equalize 
the valuations as near as ive consistently 
could, nnd if we have made any mistakes the 
parties affected have not only the appeal to 
the Commissioners, but if dissatisfied by 
their decision, they stilt have an appeal to 
the Court of Common Pleas, to have justice 
done them. 


As (o the depreciation of real estate in 


Jrlslol 25 per cent, in the last three years, 
I will remark that about ten years ago, at 
different times, two adjoining properties 
were sold at $400 each ; the purchaser cf 
ne of these had improved his property so 
hat it stood him at $«00 when it was sold 
rom him by the Sheriff a few months ago 
or $900, and W. K. was the next bidder to 
he purchaser at that price—a eain of 50 per 


ent. 
He is the owner of the other proper- 


y, and I am very certain he would not part 
ith it at 25 per cent, less than he paid. 


Another property was sold about seven 
ears ago by the Sheriff for $1200. W. K. 


bought it and sold off a part for $1100, and 
has lately sold the remainder for $1508—a 
gain of 117J per cent. There was certainly 
no 25 per cent, depreciation in these cases. 


The value of Bristol property was very 


much depressed ten years ago, and has not 
recovered yet, but certainly it has improved 
of late, as witness sales of property lately : 
a house on Cedar street selling for $900, 
which about five or six years ago was bouzht

tions against the assessors.

from Too Much Information. 


CODNTBVKEN 
ARE "TOO FLY." 


"Tto Hoys" Are In the Damps the Coun- 


try Over, but In Mew York They An 
la Kspeelally low SplrlM, and with 
Ooad Beason. 


The golden days of the bunco stecrers have 


departed. The beat and most artistic men In 
Uw profession, tho cream of tho clues, are 
now engaged In tho degrading occupation of 
making stoves and cane chain for their re- 
spective states without being remunerated 
for their pains by any wages whatever. 
Those who have boon fortunate enough not 
to get caught have bocomo quite Immblo, 
Jiaro dropped their swagger and nir of bra- 
vado, and on the street they positively look 
of no more Importance than common bus- 
iness men. To BOO a flrst rate bunco man on 
the streets of New York five or six years ago, 
when the bunco business was at tho height of 
It*prosperity, would give you the impression 
that he was tho extravagant son of some rich 
inan making frantic effort* to spend his 
money with as much rapidity and Idiotic gcu- 
n«dty as possible, and to "go to tho devil 
like a gentleman." lie was dressed as ex-

pensively and with as scrupulous correctness 
•s E. Berry Wall or Robert Ililliard, carried 
his cano and gloves In tho most approved 
horizontal fashion, took a Broadway consti- 
tutional at 3 every afternoon, criticised the 
pictures and drank tho 75 cent drinks of tho 
Hoffman house bar, talked of tho leading act- 
leases by their first names and, in short, was 
so much like the legitimate New York "man 
•liout town" as to bo scarcely distinguish- 
able from him. 


Hot, flushed by their continued success, tho 


bunco men grew too bold. They lost for tho 
time the nrst attribute of a successful confi- 
dence man—discretion. They began to at- 
tract the attention of tho newspapers and 
were frequently exposed. Tie great excite- 
ment that was raused when Oscar Wilde was 
cleverly buncoed by Hungry Joe within a 
weak after his arrival in America will be 
easily remembered. 
Hungry Joe, who Is 


now serving a long term, and who is a mau 
Of fine presence and extremely fluent tongue, 
introduced himself to Wildo us the son of

manly manners that after tho two hod 
chumihAI all over New York for more 
than a week, Wildo was buncoed to the tune 
of $T,500. The money was recovered, how- 
ever. Tliii nix, several other big bunco cases, 
notnbly tho one in which Charles Francis 
Adams was done out of »17,500, caused such 
• r>.w that the great and rapid decadence of 
buncoing began, and tho profession has been 
sliding down hill over since, until now few of 
the celebrated stecrcrs ore to bo seen in their 
accustomed haunts. 


AS TO KtD VILUCIl. 


'• Kid" Miller may now bo considered the 


leading bunco man of New York. You can 
age him almost any day on Broadway, and 
he is as persistent a poser as Kyrle Bellow. 


En face Is utterly devoid of color and is 


swollen by the disfigurements of heavy dissi- 
pations, the effect of tho opium pipe being 
especially apparent. Ho is smooth shaven, 
and his features, except for a sodden look 
that tells its story to the experienced ob- 
servor, have a not unintelligent cost His 
eyes are deadly dull, but shifting and scruti- 
nizing. His nose is straight, his mouth thin 
and shut with intense firmness. His high 
silk hat Is co\ crod from brim to crown with 
a blnck cloth bond, which gives an impression 
that ho has just lost his worshiped wife, but 
which really means that the hat is four years 
old and can't bo ironed into decent shape. 


His overcoat is too thin for the weather, 


and is of on uncertain mouse color. In the 
lapel is stuck a bunch of imitation violets 
which have done sen-ice for several months. 
His legs are indefinite and dusty. In ;.:s 
hand is his gold headed rone, which ho never 
pa* ns, and as a rule ho carries a single glore 
aa though it were a pair. 


And Mr. Miller is watching the crowd. He 


tees every one, and when a gentleman whom 
be would term a "sucker" goes by l.s knows

He gets the whole town in hii moj.iory. 


If you are wide awoke he detects the fact 
and let* you nlono. But when a stupid fel- 
low gets into his orbit, one of these men that 
Imagine a low round of pleasures means "see- 
ing" metropolitan life, bo is opt to find in a 
convenient'dive como night a slim young 
man in a mourning band hat, a mouse 
ooknod overcoat, and with a glove and gold 
headed cano. 


But the Kid is lying low just now-very

indeed. It is rare that ho makes a haul 


nowadays. But be seems to have mastered 
Thackeray's problem of "How to live on 
nothing a year." 


The most celebrated bunco man of his time 


WM' the notorious Henry Miller, who was 
ktUed by a barkeeper come years ago. Mil- 


with groat personal beauty. Ho did not 
cotflno bis operations to any one locality, but 
his specialty was at tho summer and winter 
re»jrta. In the summer be would pose aa a 
terrific nvcll at Newport, Long Branch or 
CajwMay. Ho would bavotto best apart- 
HMote in tho hotels, and always bad a spank- 
ing team of horses. Ono big haul every cum- 
mer wan all bo worked for. In tho white 
ha would usually turn up In Jacksonville 
Fla., or so other southern resort, and play 
toe port of tho mysterious and distuiguinbei 
stronger with no end of money. One of bis 
mat celebrated Jacksonville swindles was 
wb<m ho victimized William Waldorf Astor 
the noted millionaire, out of (20,000. 


A TED.IUDLE WAIL. 


One of the loading banco men still left in 


Now York, stimulated by something wet anc 
a g«od cigar, grow communicative to a re- 
porter not long since, and, after giving von 
to a touching' wail over the decline of his 
profession, mentioned a few of tho little 
schemes which ho tucccssf ally works. 


"Jiuncoing isn't anything like tho busin 


it ii'ied to bo," ho said, puffing away dreamily 
at bis cigar, "but we occasionally get bold ol 
somo pretty rum softies. 


"Wo capture men illustrious In all the 


walks of life. I don't mind giving some ol 
the snap away, because they hove been 
worked tbreadbar", and besides there la 
sucker born every minute. No matter what 
they read they all imagine they can down us 
—wiill, if.tho fools didn't try we'd never get 
sight of their money, so good luck to 'em. 


"fio you'd like to know all about it. Well, 


in tlie flrst place our profession is divided uo 
into specialties. 
Thoro are 'hotel and side- 


walk men,' like James Maurice, aHos O'Brien, 
'Kid' Miller, Eddie, or 'ft. D.' Kelly (tho 
bunro man pronounced it 'Deedy1) and Harry 
Fostor. The; hong round Madison square 
and Broadway, where tbe big hotels ore. 
Thou there are many fellows like Pete Lake— 
'Grand Central Peto'—poor 'Hungry Joo,' 
Ooorgo Andrews, Bill Decker and Charlie 
Wife™, that's 'Spanish Joo.' They worked 
tho railroad depots, tho Pennsylvania, West 
Shore and other ferries, where people from 
tho far west and way bock generally strike 
tho town 


"First of all, you must know that there 


are no dens in the business. Tho boys bire a 
furnished room on the flrst floor of a building 
In any quiet side street, telling the landlord 
that they are agents for some company or 
other. Tho hand shaker grasps a prosperous 
looking stranger and sings out: 'How are 


you, 
Mr. Grecnt How are my friends in 


Brow nvillor Tho chump generally replies: 
'Why, you've made a mistake; I'm Mr. Brown 
from Greenville.' Tho 'shaker' apologizes, 
hurries off and reports to tho stoorer, who 
pulls a book out of bis pocket and hunts up 
Greenville. Tho book, by tho way, is what 
is known oaabtmk note reporter, and gives 
a complete list of all the banks in the coun- 
try. From tho list tho steerer finds that Mr. 
Jones is tho president of tho Greenville bonk 
and tliat Messrs. Smith and Gray are among 
its directors. Off ho goes to the chump, 
shakes bands with him, calls him by name 
and saying ho is Mr. Jones' nephew, asks for 
tho health of tho Smiths, Grays and other 
prominent people. See? Tho chump is flat- 
terod by the attentions of the bank president's 
stylish nephew, and it docs not tako long to 
steer him Jnto the room where tho boss bunco 
mau ii waiting to play his part.
